At its September 21, 1984 meeting the Certification Council passed a motion 
stating that, as of January 1985, Certification Regulation 6 and 2(g) will be 
enforced. 


Regulation 6 states: 


"To obtain a Certification Rating Statement, the member must apply in writing 

to the Certification Department of the OSSTF and must submit with the applications 
all university transcripts, Ontario Teacher's Certificate, Ontario Teacher's 
Qualifications Record Card and official proof that any required additional 

courses have been successfully completed. Incomplete application or 
unsubstantiated documentation shall not be evaluated by the Certification 
Department.”

Regulation 2(g) states: 


Transcript 


"Transcript" is an official document containing a complete record of studies 
undertaken at a post-secondary institution bearing an official signature’and 
the seal of the institution. It must be issued by the Registrar's office of 
the institution. 


In the past, photocopies of transcripts have teen accepted by the Certification 
Division in some cases. Instances of forgery, relating to these photocopies, 
have made it necessary to enforce Regulations 6 and 2(g) for the protection 

of individual memoers and the OSSTF as a whole. However, the practice of 
accepting photocopies of the Ontario Teacher's Certificate and Ontario Teacher's 
Qualifications Record Card will continue.

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PREFACE 


Certification of Ontario teachers is the responsibility of the Ontario 
Ministry of Education which issues Ontario Teacher’s Certificates and 
Ontario Teacher’s Qualifications Record Cards. For members of the 
O.S.S.T.F., evaluation of teaching qualifications and the issuance of 
Certification Rating Statements is the responsibility of the Certification 
Division. 


The Certification Division of the Ontario Secondary School Teachers’ 
Federation operates in accordance with a Certification Plan which is approved 
by the Annual Meeting of the Provincial Assembly. This plan consists of the 
regulations and prefatory material governing the administration of teacher 
certification based on recognized standards of achievement. It is designed to 
provide a high level of credibility with the membership and external 
educational agencies and to assist individual members by providing a 
systematic and consistent method for improving qualifications. Certification 7 
is the seventh major revision of this plan. 


The Regulations of Certification 7, as established by the 1983 Annual 
Meeting of the Provincial Assembly, will normally apply for four years. 
During this period changes in the Regulations will not occur except as 
provided by the Constitution of the Certification Council. 


The role of the Certification Division is two-fold: 


(i) to evaluate the qualifications of individual members in accordance 
with the Certification Plan; and 
(ii) to assist individual members in improving their qualifications. 


The Certification Division consists of the: 


(a) Certification Council, 
(b) Certification Board, and 
(c) Certification Department. 


Members of the Certification Council and Board are practicing teachers 
appointed in accordance with Article 3 of the Constitution of the Certification 
Council. Members of the Certification Department are trained evaluators 
employed by the O.S.S.T.F. 


The duties of the Certification Council and Board are described in Articles 
4 and 5 of the Constitution of the Certification Council. 


The Certification Department is maintained under the direction of the 
Certification Board for the following purposes: 


(i) to evaluate teacher qualifications, 

(11) to respond to requests from members for course approvals for 
upgrading purposes, 

(111) to answer enquiries regarding certification, and 

(iv) to maintain files of the documents submitted. 


THE PHILOSOPHY OF THE CERTIFICATION PLAN 


Incorporated within the Regulations of the Certification Plan are three 
programmes or charts (Regulations 18, 19, 20) which reflect the various areas 
and levels of specialization in teacher qualifications. These charts are used to 
evaluate the qualifications of members in possession of, or working towards, 
the Honour Specialist, the Three Session Specialist or the Honour 
Technological Studies Specialist entry on their Ontario Teacher’s Qualifica- 
tions Record Card. 


The charts and other regulations are the sole criteria used in the evaluation 
of a member’s qualifications. 


Each programme or chart is divided into four groups which recognize 
various levels of specialization and/or teacher training from the basic Group 1 
through to the most advanced Group 4. 


THE FOUR GROUPS 


GROUP ONE 


This group signifies that a member is a qualified secondary school teacher 
holding a basic teaching certificate valid in the secondary schools of the 
Province of Ontario. 


GROUP TWO 


This group signifies that a member is a qualified secondary school teacher 
holding a basic teaching certificate valid in the secondary schools of the 
Province of Ontario with a specified approved measure of subject 
specialization or academic studies, in accordance with the Charts and 
Regulations. 


GROUP THREE 


This group signifies that a member is a qualified secondary school teacher 
holding a basic teaching certificate valid in the secondary schools of the 
Province of Ontario with either an advanced level of teacher training or an 
in-depth background in a subject area, in accordance with the Charts and 
Regulations. 


GROUP FOUR 


This group signifies that a member is a qualified secondary school teacher 
holding a basic teaching certificate valid in the secondary schools of the 
Province of Ontario. It represents the highest level of attainment in the 
certification charts and is based upon advanced levels of teacher training in 
addition to an in-depth background in a subject area, in accordance with the 
Charts and Regulations. 


PROCEDURES FOR OBTAINING AN EVALUATION 


Responsibility of Members 


It is the RESPONSIBILITY OF THE INDIVIDUAL MEMBER to 
apply in writing for an initial Certification Rating Statement and for an 
updated Certification Rating Statement after the member has obtained 
additional qualifications or after there has been a revision of the Certification 
Plan. 


Note: Persons will not be evaluated who are teaching under the following: 


— Letter of Permission (L.P.) 

— Letter of Eligibility 

— or any other document which is less than a basic secondary school 
teaching qualification but which permits the individual to be engaged 
by a school board in Ontario. 


Applications and Enquiries 


All applications for Certification Rating Statements must be submitted IN 
WRITING on the official application form for an O.S.S.T.F. Certification 
Rating Statement. This application must be accompanied by:

THE ADMINISTRATION 


OF CERTIFICATION 


Certification Plan 


The Plan is the Regulations and prefatory material governing the 
administration of teacher certification, as published in the 
Handbook of the Ontario Secondary School Teachers’ Federation 
and based on Ontario qualifications. The current Certification 
Plan is the seventh revision. For a ruling on all qualifications, the 
relevant documents must be submitted to the Certification 
Department for evaluation. Teachers who have studied outside the 
Province of Ontario shall have their qualifications evaluated 
relative to the years of scholarity and standards required of 
teachers trained in the Ontario system. 


The Certification Board, upon application by a member, shall issue 
the following Certification Rating Statements as appropriate: 


A. Letter of Evaluation 


A Letter of Evaluation may be issued to a member who has 
obtained an Ontario Ministry of Education Letter of 
Standing (Temporary or Provisional) valid in secondary 
schools or to a student at a College or Faculty of Education 
who is the holder of a signed contract to teach in an Ontario 
public secondary school. 


B. Provisional Rating Statement 


A Provisional Rating Statement may be issued for a 
specified period of time where a member has completed all 
the necessary qualifications for a particular group but has 
not received the final documentation. 
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Certification Rating Statement 


A Certification Rating Statement may only be issued to a 
teacher who holds an Ontario Teacher’s Certificate or a 
Permanent Letter of Standing valid in the secondary 
schools of Ontario and who is a statutory or voluntary 
member of the Ontario Secondary School Teachers’ 
Federation. 


Certification Rating Statement with Stamp(s) 


Any course which has been taken towards an extra diploma 
and/or degree and which has been used by the Certification 
Department in establishing a member’s grouping shall be 
noted on the Certification Rating Statement by one of the 
following stamps: 


Stamp A “This grouping includes recognition of work 
done towards an extra degree.” 


Stamp B “This grouping includes recognition of work 
done towards extra degrees.” 


Stamp C “This grouping includes recognition of work 
done towards an acceptable post-secondary 
diploma.” 


Stamp D “This grouping includes recognition of work 
done towards a post-graduate diploma from an 
accredited institution.” 


Certification Rating Statement with Seal 


The Certification Department may affix a seal to any 
Certification Rating Statement indicating that one or more 
acceptable post-graduate degrees (or acceptable post- 
graduate diplomas) are in excess of the requirements for the 
grouping in which a member has been placed. An 
appropriate seal is affixed provided the following condi- 
tions are met: 


1) no course involved in the degree has been used in 
establishing the member’s grouping, and 


2) the acceptable post-graduate degree (or acceptable 
post-graduate diploma) is at least comparable to the 
normal requirements for a Master’s degree in Ontar-

Acceptable 


“Acceptable” throughout the Certification Plan refers to courses, 
degrees, diplomas and certificates which have been evaluated by 
the Certification Division of the O.S.S.T.F. and which meet 
current O.S.S.T.F. standards. 


Alternate 


“Alternate” throughout the Certification Plan refers to courses, 
degrees, diplomas and certificates which have been evaluated by 
the Certification Division of the O.S.S.T.F. and which have been 
found to meet the intent of the Certification Plan. 


Equivalent 


“Equivalent” is the recognition of courses, programmes, certifi- 
cates, diplomas and degrees which are considered by the 
Certification Division to be of the same value in terms of course 
time spent, credit value granted and standard achieved. 


Degrees and Diplomas 


(i) “Acceptable undergraduate three year university degree” 
means an undergraduate degree granted by an accredited 
university upon the successful completion of an approved 
three year university degree programme beyond the 
Ontario Secondary School Honour Graduation Diploma or 
its equivalent provided that this degree does not contain 
any teacher training. All degrees will be evaluated by the 
Certification Division of the O.S.S.T.F. based upon

“Acceptable undergraduate four year university degree” 
means an undergraduate degree granted by an accredited 
university upon successful completion of an approved four 
year university degree programme beyond the level of the 
Secondary School Honour Graduation Diploma or its 
equivalent provided that this degree does not contain any 
teacher training. All degrees will be evaluated by the 
Certification Division of the O.S.S.T.F. based upon

Advanced Academic Accreditation

The Certification Department shall not evaluate the qualifications of 
teachers who are teaching under a Letter of Permission (L.P.) or any 
other document which is less than a basic secondary school teaching 
qualification but which permits the individual to be engaged by a 
school board. 


An initial Certification Rating Statement may be based on the 
Certification Plan in effect on the date of entry into the profession 
provided such plan is still in force. Only those qualifications held at the 
time of entry are used in this evaluation. 

If reasonable progress has been and continues to be maintained, 
upgrading may occur on the plan used for the initial Certification 
Rating Statement. In the event that reasonable progress is not and has 
not been maintained, a member shall be required to upgrade under the 
most recent plan. 

A member who has been placed in a group in accordance with the 
requirements specified in previous plans may not revert to a prior 
plan. 

Any member holding a Certification Rating Statement in any group 
shall not lose this grouping by virtue of any revisions in the 
Certification Plan. When requirements for a plan have changed, the 
member may advance via the revised plan or the original plan until 
August 31, 1985, after which date all members will be required to 
upgrade under the terms of Certification 7. 


Reg. 9 

(a) Deficiencies in the requirements for Group 1 must be removed 
before a member can proceed towards placement in a higher 
group. 

(b) Before proceeding to a higher group a member will not be required 
to pick up additional qualifications for the grouping already held if 
the requirements have changed since acquiring that grouping. 

Reg. 10 


The Certification Division shall give an official ruling on the 
acceptability of any course to be used for upgrading. The acceptability 
of any specific course shall be determined provided full particulars 
have been submitted in writing well in advance of the commencement 
date of the course. A course which has not received written approval 
prior to the taking of the course may not be used for upgrading. 
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Reg. 11 
Where there has not been an acceptable number of years of wage 
earning experience required for the technological qualification entry on 
the Ontario Teacher’s Qualifications Record Card, a member may not 
proceed to Group 2 or beyond until the deficiency has been removed by 
trade related experience, acceptable university courses, or acceptable 
alternate courses. 


Reg. 12 
Where there has not been an acceptable number of courses within a 
degree required for the Ontario Teacher’s Certificate, a member may 
not proceed to Group 2 or beyond until the deficiency has been 
removed by acceptable university courses. 


Reg. 13 

An out-of-province four year degree, from an accredited university 
which would admit students from Ontario after completion of the 
Ontario Secondary School Graduation Diploma, is deemed to be 
equivalent to a three year degree from an Ontario university, provided 
that these degrees do not contain any teacher training. Graduates of the 
Ontario secondary school system who complete an out-of-province 
degree requiring four years of study beyond the Ontario Grade 12 will 
be deemed to hold a three year degree and all such similar 
out-of-province degrees will be deemed to be three year degrees for all 
such degree holders. 


Reg. 14 
For Groups 3(b) or (c) and Group 4 of the Honour Specialist 
Programme the member must: 


(1) hold an Ontario Teacher’s Certificate, and hold 
(2) an acceptable undergraduate university degree, and 


(3) have completed a minimum of sixty (60) university credits beyond 
the Ontario Secondary School Honour Graduation Diploma or its 
equivalent with at least second class average in twenty-seven (27) 
credits in the single subject area in which the Honour Specialist 
qualification is held or forty-two (42) credits with at least second 
class average in two subject areas in which the Honour Specialist 
qualifications are held with no fewer than eighteen (18) credits in 
each field. 
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APPEAL PROCEDURES 


Reg. 15 
A member who wishes a review of a decision of the Certification 
Department may apply to the Certification Board provided such 
application, with complete documentation, has first been submitted to 
the Certification Department. 


It is understood that the grounds and documentation presented for the 
review must be the same as those submitted for the original decision of 
the Certification Department. 


Reg. 16 
A member who wishes to challenge a decision of the Certification 
Board may apply to the Certification Council for a hearing provided 
that: 


(i) the grounds and documentation presented for a hearing by 
Certification Council are the same as those submitted for 
the original review by the Certification Board, and 


(ii) it is understood that the decision rendered by the 
Certification Council must be consistent with the philoso- 
phy and Regulations of the Certification Plan. 


An application for a hearing must be made in writing to the Chairman 
of the Certification Council not later than thirty (30) teaching days 
after receiving notice of the decision of the Certification Board and 
shall state the grounds on which a hearing is sought. 


The applicant will be advised of the date set for the hearing. The 
Provincial Office will forward to the applicant ten (10) days prior to the 
date set for the hearing: 


(1) a statement of the Council’s understanding of the basis of 
the application for a hearing, and 


(ii) | a copy of all documentation on file that pertains to the 
challenge. 


The applicant will be requested to indicate if there is an agreement with 
the basis and documentation for the challenge. 


The Certification Council may deny the applicant a hearing on the 
basis that the P.C. Appeal Committee has already ruled on the same 
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issue. Such a denial may be appealed to the P.C. Appeal 
Committee. 


The applicant will be advised that he/she may bring a federation 
member of his/her choice, other than a Secretariat member, to the 
hearing to act as an advisor. 


The following procedures shall be followed at the hearing: 


(1) The Council Chairman will outline the procedures, clarify the 
basis of the challenge, and determine that the documentation is 
complete for all parties. 

(2) The applicant will make a presentation. 

(3) The representative of the Board will make a presentation on 
behalf of the Board. 

(4) The applicant will rebut. 

(5) The representative of the Board will rebut. 

(6) The Council Chairman will entertain questions. 

(7) The representative of the Board will make a summary 
statement. 

(8) The applicant will make a summary statement. 

(9) The Certification Council will make its decision in closed 
session. 

(10) Chairman of Council will make the decision of the Council known 
to the applicant in writing and, in the case of an adverse decision, 
will state the reasons. 


NOTE (i) Applicant refers to the member and the advisor. 
(11) All proceedings of the hearing will be recorded. 


Reg. 17 

A member who wishes to appeal the decision of the Certification 
Council regarding his/her Certification Rating Statement may appeal 
to the Appeal Committee of the Provincial Council, provided an 
application for a hearing with complete documentation has first been 
submitted to the Certification Council, and provided that a Notice of 
Appeal had been filed with the General Secretary not later than thirty 
(30) days after service of the Decision of the Certification Council and 
shall state the grounds upon which the appeal is brought. 


The General Secretary must be satisfied that the grounds are consistent 
with the grounds of the applicant for a hearing by the Certification 
Council and that the documentation has not changed. In the event that 
the grounds have changed, or new evidence is submitted, the General 
Secretary shall refer the case to the Certification Department for their 
reconsideration and so advise the member. (See Handbook, By-law 8 — 
Appeal Procedure, for further dertails.)
